IN NARROW DEFILE 


Conductor of Freight Declares He Was 


JN'ot Told of Second Section Com- 


iu£—Only N aituil Until First 


Had Gone by. 


. KANSAS CITY, Mo,, Oct. 10.—Twen- 
ty-seven persons were killed and thirty 
injured, some of them fatally, in n, head- 
end collision today two miles and a half 
•east of Warrcnsburg, Mo., between the 
seoond section of the Missouri Pacific 
passenger train No. 30 which loft Wichi- 
ta, Kas., last night for St. Louis with 
world's fair excursionists, and a heavy 
west bound extra freight train. The 
collision occurred in what, is called 
"Dead Man's Bend." Both engineers 
nnd firemen saw the danger nnd jump- 
ed. 


The forward coach of the passenger 


twin -was telescoped nnd the remainder 
cf both trains were badly damaged. 


According to tho local office of the 


Missouri Pacific, the engineer oi 
the 


freight was to blnmc for the wreck, hav- 
ing forgotten his orders. He had been 
ordered to wait on a siding at Knob- 
mostor just cast of Warrensburg, but 
neglected to do so. The trans met at 
a sharp curve. 


ALL THE COACHES CROWDED. 


Travel to the world's fair has been so 


heavy that nil roads recently have been 
sending out many of their trains in two 
or more sections. The train wrecked to- 
day, which was the second section of No, 
30,' was made up nt 
Wichita Sunday 


night, and ns it is the custom it pickeO 
•up additional conches along tho 
line. 


The last coach taken up was at Pleni- 
nnt Hill, Mo., nt about 4 o'clock this 
•morning. All 
of 
the 
coaches were 


crowded. 


Both trains were running at n good 


rate of speed wncn the wreck occurred. 
Duwn had hardly begun, to brenk and 
neither crew was aware of the approach 
of tho other train until they were almost 
upon each other. The impact of the col- 
lision was terrific. The sleeping passen- 
gers were hurled in every direction. The 
most of the killed were in the forward 
coach which was well crowded with pos- 


HORROR IN NARROW DEFILE. 


The- spot where the 
wreck 
occurred 


was in a narrow cut and this fact with 
the darkness .added to the difficulty of 
the situation.' The greatest confusion 
ensued after the first lull following the 
crash and the groans of the injured were 
added to the escaping steam of the 
wrecked locomotives, it was some time 
before word was sent back to Wavrens- 
burg nnd news ol the wreck was spread 
Reli(:f trains carrying physicians were 
Bent out as quickly as possible from 
mil-rounding towns and everything pos 
Bible was done to uid the injured, 


NOT TOLD OF SECOND SECTION. 
The freight train was an extra. Its 


crew had, according to the story of the 
conductor of this train, been instructci 
to take a siding and let the passenger 
train pass. The first section of the pas 
scnger train had gone by when th 
freight pulled out. The passenger train 
bore no signal of section to come, he' as 
seras and he had no reason to believe 
that another train was due. 


The scene of the wreck was on tin

there was a steep rise, lioth trains ha< 
put on extra steam to carry them n] 
the- opposite hill and when they met a 
the curve at the lowest point they won

COACH CUT IN TWO. 


The passenger train was made up o 


three coaches and' a Pullman, with IK 
baggage cur, 'the front coach being nex 
to the tender. Tho freight train was a 


oavy one. When the trains met the 
icavy freight' train pushed the passen- 
ger engine back into the first coach. The 
endor of the passenger engine literally 
1.11 the coach in two in the center and 
icver stopped until it'hud ploughed it- 
clf half way throughout .the car and its 
lassengcrs, killing those in • the forward 
nd instantly, and mangling all within 
•each in a most horrible manner. 


GHASTLY SCENE PRESENTED. 


Halt a dozen .who wore not killed out- 


•ight were so terribly injured that they 
lied before they could be removed from 
the debris. Many of the dead were al- 
most unrecognizable. 


Arms and legs were dismembered in 


several cnse.s and together with baggage 
and pieces of wreckage were tumbled to- 
gether into a confused mass of bleeding 
imman forms. 


So tightly were tho tender of the pas- 


senger engine and the first coach wedged 
:ogether that it will take unusual efforts 
;o separate them. Today the 
engine 


stands backed into-the coach, the front 
end of which rears up above it, 
the 


clothing of some oi the victims clinging 
to its jagged ends and blood spattered 
over it, a ghastly monument to the dead. 


The train crew, with tho exception of 


Brakcman Eidel, escaped miraculously, 
the engineers and firemen sustaining on- 
ly minor hurts.

Following Kuropntkin's sudden blow 


which resulted in the capture of the Ja- 
panese fortified position of Bentsiaputze 
and the consequent flanking .of the Japa 
nesc right, the campaign in Manchuria 
seems to have entered upon an entirely 
new phase. With the Russians now on 
the offensive, as tho move seems to indi 
catc, the surmises to which the post ten 
days of almost absolute silence gave rise, 
arc scattered, and it seems practically 
certain that Kuropatkin means to give 
battle south of Mukden and that the po- 
sition he has prepared at-Tie pass is for 
the contingency of a. defeat and also to 
strengthen his general plan. 


In St. Petersburg-.it is believed that-at 


.least -a week will elflpse-bciorp thn t.wo 
.armies meet and in-the meantimc'the vi 
tal question is" whether Oyama will con- 
test the present Russian advance or fall 
back to his strong positions to the north 
of Linoyang. Kuropatkin's advance is 
being niade with extreme slowness and 
deliberation and it is now known that 
the movement against Bentsiaputze lias 
been under way since Oct. 4. The new 
situation causes St. Petersburg to believe 
that a winter campaign will be under- 
taken. 


A dispatch from the field headquarters 


of the Japanese second army says that 
the Russians arc building heavy earth- 
works south of Mukden. Kuropatkin's 
army is moving in two strong columns, 
one on each side of the railway, and they 
are entrenching as -they advance, 


Tokio reports that the Japanese re- 


cently centered a heavy fire from the 
fleet and land' batteries on the Russian 
vessels in Port Arthur, sinking three of 
them. 


MUKDEN, Oct. 10.—G p. m.—At last 


the correspondents are permitted to tele- 
graph the news that the Russian army is 
moving upon the Japanese. They have 
waited a long time for this moment, the 
turning point in the campaign. The ad- 
vance actually began Oct. 5 and the prep 
arations were enveloped in the greatest 
secrecy. Last night a correspondent of 
the Associated Press telegraphed the first 
news that the forward march had begun 
auspiciously for the Russians, the Japa- 
nese having lost a most'important forti- 
fied position, Bcntsinputze, the key of the 
Bensihu-ronds nnd the ford of the Taitse 
river, and having exposed their right 
flank. 


This morning came the news that the 


Japanese were being driven back along 
the whole front. But these are only ad- 
vance guard successes. The heavy work 
is still ahead and a Russian victory wil" 
only be certain when the Russians re- 
enter Lifioyang. It is necessary to study 
the Japanese dispositions, telegraphed to 
the Associated Press last night, in order 
to appreciate General Kuropatkin'i task 
The Japanese armies arc prepared to 
meet the Russians, nnd the advance of 
the latter is expected to devnlope quick 
lv. The decisive moment of the 
cam 


paign is close at hand.

Hon. N. D. Fratt Has Seen Place

Yesterday JTon. N. D. Fratt celebrated 


the sixty-first, anniversary of his arrival 
in Racine. Upon landing here Mr. Fratt 
found the place a wilderness. There were 
few business houses and residences and 
the whole place surrounded by a forest. 
Indians and wild animals abounded in all 
quarters. Soon he was working iir a 
packing house. The winter he spent in 
Illinois nnd came bnck in 1844. For the 
next fourteen years he was more or less 
engaged in the packing business. He be- 
came one of the solid men of the county 
and owned an immense farm west of the 
citv. 


He organized the Racine county bank, 


now the First National bank. From the 
time of the organization he has been a 
director uncl has been president since 
1858. He has been a staunch Democrat; 
has served as state senator; was presi- 
dent of the State Agricultural society for 
years; also of the Rncine county agricul- 
tural society; was a candidate for gov- 
ernor on the Democratic ticket. In fact, 
since landing here he has been closely 
identified with the, business interests of 
the town and has seen it grow from vii- 
tunlly nothing, to the lending manufact- 
uring center of the west.

A small, but 
appreciative- audience 


characterized the opening of the Demo- 
cratic oratorical campaign in this1 city 
at the Lakeside Auditorium on Saturday 
evening. Addresses were mado by At- 
torney Thomas M. Kearney of this city 
and Gen. John F. Finnerty, the able 
Chicago orator, 


Hon. Michael Higgins, chairman of the 


meeting, introduced Mr. Kearney, who, 
•in turn introduced to the audience the 
speaker 
of the evening. Mr. Kearney 


spoke at considerable length upon the 
issues in the state, condemning the pres- 
ent administration upon the manner the 
affairs of Wisconsin have been carried 
out the post four years. He said in 
part: 


MR. KEARNEY'S REMARKS. 


A great deal of fault has been found 


with our party for not sooner express- 
ing its views on the conditions which 
now exist in our state. Our opponents 
have been conducting a campaign for the 
past four years, and it has been an ani- 
mated one, taken part in by the two 
factions of the Republican party. They 
have been at it so long that they have 
become nervous nnd emaciated. It is an 
easy thing to go out into the state and 
pick out the Democrats and the Repub- 
licans. The Democrat; look so plump, 
fat and care-free while their opponents 
have become slim, nervous, and .broken 
down. -During all this time we have re- 
mained quiet. 'I am one who' believes 
that this agitation has done the state 
great harm. It has been paraded from 
one end of the country to the other as 
the home of dishonest men, who would 
sell their honor for pieces of silver. It 
lias been an agitation which has done, 
irreparable injury and I condemn it in 
unmeasured terms. 


SCORES THE STATE OFFICERS. 
The time has arrived when it is for us 


to come out and express ourselves in 
favor o: decency in politics. If Robert 
La Follette is the high moral force he 
says he is, let him come with me to the 
capitol city and look into the conditions 
which exist there. He is posing before 
the public as the guardian angel of our 
rights." 


The speaker then took his audience o'n 


a visit to all of the offices in the state 
building, accusing the attorney general 
and his assistant with using passes over 
the railronds of the state in direct vio- 
lation of the state law. The insurance 
commissioner was censured for the part 
he had taken in the Prudential Insur- 
ance company grab, he being charged 


ith taking $21,000 from the money box 


of the company for a sham examination 
of its books. Tills money, ho said, was 
admitted to have been distributed among 
the hirelings of the governor for use in 
the campaign precceding the last state 
convention. ' 


:'Thcso men," ho said, "are on the Re- 


publican ticket. I mean the Lo. Follette 
ticket. Wo can't tell, now which is the 
Republican ticket." 


He also attacked the governor through 


the treasurer's office, stating that the 
treasurer had been driven from his of- 
fice a confessed and condemned default- 
er, he having taken money from 
the 


sales of state lands. He charged 
the 


governor of knowing .this before 
the 


nomination of that .official the second 
time, and stated that he was now going 
throughout the state begging the people 
to defeat with their votes his opponent 
for tho governorship. 


GAME WARDENS' ACTIVITY. 


He expressed himself as having a high 


regard for the agility of the game war- 
dens of the state in political work, stilt- 
ing that in Rncino county the warden 
had drawn nearly $2,000 from the treas- 
ury the past year, and that in n, county 
where he had not seen a partridge, quail 
or prairie chicken the past seven years. 


The employes of the 
secretary of 


state, who numbered about twenty, he 
said, -were all busy in different parts of 
the state advancing the cause of the 
governor. 


THE NATIONAL ISSUES. 


The address on the national issues by 


Mr, Finnerty wos notable for its short- 
ness, the.speaker occupying but forty- 
five minutes in its deliycry. The "first 
point touched on was that of expansion, 
the speaker going back to the time oi 
the Louisiana purchase by Jefferson 
which was a legal move for expansion, 
inasmuch as the lands annexed were all 
on the American continent, over which 
he stated he hoped the American flag 
would some day fly. He treated the 
annexation of Alaska as within the law, 


but heaped criticism upon the ssand tak- 
en by the Republicans in the acquisition 
of the Philippines. 


The trusts, which he said entered into 


the main issue in the campaign, received 
considerable attention from the.speaker. 
They were responsible for all of the la- 
bor disturbances in our country, nnd 
were cutting wages and starving their 
wage earners. Tl\e high tariff was stat- 
ed to be the cause of this condition. 
There was a time when the infant indus- 
tries were in need of this class of legis- 
lation, but the time had passed and the 
infants had grown .to giants. The Re- 
publicans had failed to crush the trusts, 
but the Democrats were now pledged to 
crush them, to give the people reform 
and to bring back the government for 
and by the people. 


He stated that the trend of this coun- 


try under the present- rule was toward 
monarchy, and insinuated that Roosevelt 
was an unsafe man in whom to place the 
responsibility of conducting the govern- 
ment for the reason that he had'taken 
the power of congress into his own 
hands, citing the Panama affair as an 
example. •

Several Suffer From Shock—Bails, 


Slippery Froiii Sprinkling; 


Failed to Hold Car. 


A score of people •were given a bad 


scare at 5:30 o'clock Saturday afternoon 
when two cars of the street railway com- • 
[>any came together with-a crash at the 
foot of Main street in front of the trans-' 
fer office of the company. While sever- 
al people were thrown down by the col- 
lision none of them received serious in- 
juries and their escape is considered mir-' 
aculous. 


A large number of people were- crowd- 


ing onto the rear platform, of a Wash- 
ington avenue car which- was stand ing ': 
in front of the power house. A Park ; 
avenue car coming from the south load- 
ed with people who work at £he Junc- 
tion, began sliding along the rails down 
the steep hill. The motonnan, John 
Seibert, set the brakes before he reach- ' 
ed the city hall and the wheels were 
standing still as he nearcd Third street. 
The'rails were wet and greasy and all 
his efforts to bring the car to a. stop 
were unavailing. As is the custom at 
that hour of the day, the passengers 
had crowded out on the frpnt platform' 
ready to make a hasty transfer as soon 
as they reached the station. The car 
seemed to slacken its speed as it neared 
the Washington avenue car, but it fail- 
ed to stop, and with a crash that could 
be heard two blocks collided with the 
stationary car. There was great con- 
fusion for a few minutes after the crash, 
men and women being thrown to the 
floor in both, of the cars. 


. 
SEVERAL SUFFER SHOCK. 


Investigation revealed the fact that 


while none of the people were seriously 
injured, several women suffered 
from 


nervous shock, chief among these being 
Mrs. Charles Finch, Sr., residing at 1422 
Lincoln street. She was on the station- 
ary car, having just boarded it and 
about to take a seat when the collision 
occurred. 


The damage to the cars was slight, 


one of the rear windows in the Washing- 
ton avenue car being broken and the 
fender on the Park avenue car badly 
twisted. 


The point at which this'accident oc- 


curred is one of the most dangerous in 
the city. The cars have no trouble in 
going up the grade when the rails are 
slippery, but the difficulty comes in con- 
trolling the cars when they are making 
the descent. It is often necessary to 
sand the rails in order to bring the cars 
to a stop before they reach the power 
house station where there .are generally 
other cars stopping to receive passen- 
gers. The street had been sprinkled, 
shortly before on this occasion and the. 
condition of the rails not discovered in 
time to prevent the accident. In wet 
weather this stretch of track should be 
sanded so as to prevent another occur- 
rence of this kind when there may be 
fatalities.

The following scale of penalties has been 
adopted for the guidance of postmasters 
at free delivery olliccs in disciplining let- 
er carriers for making overtime, in vio- 
ation of section 74(5 of the postal laws 
md regulations, of Ifl02. 


For overtime not exceeding five min- 


ites, reprimand for the first offense, and 
.iuspcnsion for one-half day without pay 
or- the second offense. 


For overtime of more than five min- 


utes, and not exceeding fifteen minutes, 
suspension 
for 
one-half day 
without 


>ay. 


For overtime of more than fifteen min- 


utes and not exceeding thirty minutes, 
suspension without pay for one day. 


Where overtime is due to an accident 


occurring on the return trip to the office 
irom the last • delivery of the day, car- 
-icrs should not be disciplined, but a full 
statement 
of the cause 
of overtime 


should bo noted on the monthly state- 
ment of overtime, under the head of "re- 
marks." 


When a. carrier persistently 
exceeds 


the schedule time of eight hours per day, 
the facts .should be reported 
to

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SENATORS OX THE DECISION. 


The addresses of Senators Spooner at 


Milwaukee and Quarles at Racine were 
notable for their clear, and fair minded 
expositions of the causes that have led 
to the unfortunate condition of affairs 
within the Republican party in Wiscon- 
sin Both agree that the supreme smirt 
decision did not deeidc the controversy, 
that is "Oing into the merits 01 the case, 
but tho court practically held it had no 
iuribdictiou for the reason iw it assigned, 
the legislature had provided a remedy 
for the determination of disputed regu- 
larity of party nominations through the 
party machinery known as a state cenj 
tral committee- by virtue of section 3a 
official statutes.

OF JI:DGK PARKER 
REFUTED. 


It is cnsy to charge extravagance 


a-ainst tho party in power, and it is not 
uiiVicult to find here and there perhaps 
instances as to wh.-ri some economical 
legislator might 
have saved a dollar. 


Kut it may be safely said that as a 
general thing legislators dislike to hiig- 
t'le and believe that those who work for 
the public should be properly paid. It 
may be even admitted that there are in- 
stances of where legislators have not ex- 
acted us strict a scrutiny ns they might 
have done in the expenditures of the pub- 
lic funds, nnd executive officials as well. 
It may even bo confessed public funds 
luivo been used for political purposes. Ko 
political party had been free from them, 
but Democratic candidates like Messrs. 
Parker and Davis ure engaged in * 
mighty poor nnd unprofitable business in 
assailing President Roosevelt and his ad- 
ministration with undue extravagance. 


Jt is only necessary to go back into 


the Cleveland administration to find the 
Bravest of faults and much extravagance. 
To skip back into the spaces of time for 
a previous Democratic administration 
one goos back to the very unsavory and 
unpatriotic administration of President 
Buchanan. But then this is remote and 
tho Democratic expenditures of those 
days and defalcations are entombed in 
the records it not in the. memories of 
people. But 
as to the extravagance, 


the administration* of President Roose- 
velt and of McKinIey nnd of others arc- 
subject to no such charges as are being 
made and have been made by Candidates 
Parker and Davis.

•a deficit to be found there of $42,000,000.^ 
This shows a disposition on the part 01 
Candidate Parker to be unfair. There 
are two things 
for which he fails to 


make allowance—first, that the revenues 
of 
the government have undergone 


diminution by the taking off of tho Span- 
ish war taxes; second, that $50,000,000 
has been taken out of the treasury for 
payments in preparation for the con- 
struction of the Panama canal, which is 
an enterprise of a character usually pro- 
vided for by 'the issuance of bonds. The 
deficit in the treasury is only an apparent 
deficit, not a real one. The expenditures 
during the past fiscal year would not 
have exceeded the income if this $50,- 
000,000 had not been taken out. There 
is a bill for $50,000,000 not current ex- 
penses which has been paid with cash, 
instead of by giving a note, and Uncle 
Sam is really ahead on the transaction, 
beccusc the note would draw interest. 
Excluding the Panama item from tho 
expenditures of 1004, the treasury sur- 
plus shows a reduction from $79,000.000 
in 1000 to $8,000,000 in 1004, but this re- 
duction is more than accounted for by 
the reduction in taxation which took 
place in the meantime. The net of March 
2 ]001, reduced internal revenue taxa- 
tion by an amount estimated at $42,000,- 
000 per annum. Tho act of April 12, 
1002, 
further reduced internal revenue 


taxation by an amount estimated at $03,- 
000,000 per annum. By abolishing taxes, 
therefore, amounting in the aggregate to 
$105.000,000 per annum, the surplus was 
reduced about $71,000,000 per annum. 


••The expenditures of tho Roosevelt ad- 


ministration in 1003 were $500,000,000. 
The expenditures of the McKinIey ad- 
ministration in 1901 were $510,000,000; 
showing that a year of Roosevelt cost 
less thnn a- year of his predecessor, and 
that the'Roosevelt administration can on 
this basis be set down as economical. But 
such comparisons are unfair. The true 
test of economy is what the people get 
for their money. The interest on the pub- 
lic debt, which was §33,000.000 in 1807, 
the last vcar of Cleveland's administra- 
tion was only §29,000,000 in 1003 and 
only $24,000,000 in 1004. The credit of 
the government is better under Republi- 
can administration than it was under 
Democratic administration.

Cleveland's administration was a time 
of real deficits, when money was bor- 
rowed at high rates of interest to pay 
current expenses. The Democrats are 
penny-wi-e-nnd-pound-foolish as econo- 
mists.

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It has been also shown that there are 
today 50,000 paupers in American chari- 
table institutions and corrective institu- 
tions, who have been in this country but 
six months.

755, 
nnd the streams daily coming in 


show but little diminution from 
last 


year. In commenting upon this question 
of immigration and assimilation the Chi- 
cago Record Herald in drawing a compar- 
ison between the two periods earned said 
that the period between 1881, 1882 and 
1883 "was the period of great German, 
Scandinavian, English and Irish immigra- 
tion, and up to' this lime the German 
immigration for 18S2 has never been 
equaled by any one race. It reached the 
enormous figure of 250,630, the next best 
record' being that of the Italians in 1003, 
when their total was 230,022. Besides 
these the figures in excess of 200,000 were 
Germans, 1381,210,430; Austria-Hungary 
1003, 200,111. This presentation of itself 
suggests' the enormous general change 
that has occurred, but it may be pointed 
out that of the 8].'i,3Gl immigrants who 
came to this country in 1003-4 no less 
than 516,000 were from Austria-Hungary, 
Italy and Russia, which is nearly three 
times the number for the Scandinavian 
countries, the British Isles and Germany 
combined. 


When the figures arc thus massed to- 


gether the significance of the change be- 
comes the more impressive and it might 
have ft particularly serious import for 
those who believe that immigration has 
not meant so nmch an increase in ths 
population as an alteration of its charac- 
ter. Such people claim that the natural 
increase would have supplied all that 
immigrtion has brought in had • it not 
been for the pressure of the immigration 
itself, which made the natives unwilling 
to subject their'sons and daughters 'to 
the industrial competition, so that, as 
Robert DeC. Ward says in The North- 
American Review, "these sons nnd daugh- 
ters were never born." 


"At any rate the race difference is 


nuch more distinctly marked in tho pres- 
ent tide than it was in that of the cigh' 
ties, and it would naturally result in t 
more permanently marked foreign ele 
ment. There can bo no doubt that th< 
task of assimiliation is much greatei 
ihan it ever has been in the history o 
the country." 


Assimilation is not racial at all ii 


the sense of nationalities opposing end 
other. It is only a question of tempera 
ments, of likes and dislikes, of education 
and of quickness to adopt America' 
•ways. In our public schools in whic 
provisions have to be made for the flood 
of incoming foreign children, human na 
ture has its full play and education an 
assimilation proceeds according to th 
temperament 'and the capacity to ab 
sorb our learning and our, ways. To sa 
the task is becoming.harder and harde 
as the opposition elements increase is t 
repeat what all informed, educationalist 
know.

From various intimations it is dis-

But these foreigners can 
not hope to purchase American cotton at 
the price they may be able later on to 
secure it from cotton fields worked by 
coolie labor and the cheap labor of tho 
semi-tropies. Practical slave labor pre- 
vails throughout' the Congo Free state 
as it does in other European divisions of 
Africa, and to compete with our cotton 
t will require something else besides 
cheap labor, it will require quality. The 
foreign idea is to make itself entirely 
independent of our cotton and different 
committees are now working on the sub- 
ject. 


AS TO PURE FOOD AXD 
With Germany proposing to take_ ef- 


fective measures to'prevent American 
adulterated products and this country, 
with its proposed chemist investigating 
foreign products imported for our con- 
sumption, it may be possible to secure 
for the great mass of people a much bet- 
ter grade of eatables and 
drinkables 


Some time ago our government adopted 
measures by'which American importers 
could have their consignments examined 
bv government experts before being 
taken" possession of by them. This pro- 
vision applied alike to all nations and it 
was assumed the new idea would work 
all right. To tho original plan on this 
side of the ocean has been added port 
laboratories and says an ac:cuint:

•odiieU which arc properly admissible 
ay be examined quickly and entered at 
HCC. The character of adulteration of 
jod products which is.revealed by chcm- 
al examination is the best justification 
f the pure-food law. Whatever may be 
10 retaliatory effect of the new depart- 
re of the department of agriculture, it 
anuot but be of benefit.in raising tha 
tnndard of imports." 
It was naturally enough that Germany 


vhifh is hit the hardest in our pure-food 
aboratories, should seek to. get back at 
is, and if some of our adulterators 
hould get nipped there will be but few 
o grieve with them.- We coi'smnc large 
quantities of one adulterant and another, 
or preparations with which food 'stuffs 
and fruits have been treated for the mar- 
cct, nnd if foreigners object to preserved 
canned products, to sulphur prepared 
fruits, it will only be natural. 
But in 


this connection it can be said that France 
can give the United States points in re- 
dressing our fruits and shipping them 
back to us for consumption as the gen- 
uine French grown.
